Hague, 02.9. The Equeftrian Corps and the 
Nobles have declared it as their opinion, ‘that his 
Serene Highnefs cannot be fufpended as Caprain- 
General, nor can that office be taken away from 
him temporarily, having been conferred upon him 
by an unanimous refolution of the State, but by a 
fimilar unanimous determination, and that founded 
upon fome convincing proofs of his Highnefs having 
been guilty of negleé& of duty, or violation of the 
oath he took when appointed to that office. In con- 
fequence of this their opinion, the Equeftrian Order 
do fummon all the members of the States General, 
who have any ways concurred in the taking of the a- 
bove refolution, to produce any clear and incontefti- 
ble proofs of his Highnefs having deferved to be de- 
prived of the office of Captain General. 

The Council of State have alfo written a letter to 
the States General, in which they declare, that up- 
on reflecting upon the occurrences which have taken 
place in the Republic within thefe few weeks, they 
fee fo much confufion, and fo many unconttitution- 
al proceedings, that they are very apprehenfive, 
that, without fome f{peedy and efficacious affittance, 
the edifice of the union will be overthrown, as the 
foundations of it are fapping ; that .in particular fo 
various’ have been the different orders given to the 
troops, that they could not obey the one without 
going counter to the others ;- and that the frontier 
towns are fo bare of troaps, and the magazines and 
ammunition fo unguarded, that they’have no power 


of refiftance in cafe of any unforefeen event; that | 


thefe are points of material confideration, and: what 
the Council of State would think themfelyes: want- 
ing in duty were they not ferioufly to requeff their 
High Mightineffes to take them under their molt 
ferious confideration. ‘The Council farther declare 
that they are ready at all times, as far as is in chit

LONDON, 04. 4. 


The meeting of Parliament is now finally fixed 
for the middle of next month. . 

No bufinefs will be done at St James’s till Wed- 
nefday next, on which day his Majefty will some 
from Windfor. 

Next day his Royal Highnefs the Prince of 
Wales will come to town for the winter. 

A patent of Peerage, we are informed, is now 
preparing for Sir James Harris, whofe long and 
faithful fervices afluredly merit that, if not a more 
adequate reward. The return of the Duke of Dor- 
fet to Paris is expected in about ten days. 

Latt night a meeting was held at Mr Pitt’s houfe 
in Downing-ftreet, of all the Cabinet Minifters in 
town, : 

Mr Fawkener, the newly appointed commercial 
negociator to the Court of Portugal, takes his paf- 
fage for Lifbon in the Southampton frigate, Capt. 
Douglas, which is ordered to touch in the Tagus 
for that purpofe, in her way to the Mediterranean, 
where fhe is going on athree years ftation, complete- 
ly manned, {tored, and victualled. 

One quarter’s dividend on the long and fhort an- 
nuities is now paying at the bank, and they will in 
future, purfuant to an act of the Jatt feflion of Par- 
liament, be paid at Lady-day and Michaelmas, in- 
ftead of Midfummer and Chriltmas, as heretofore. 

The dividends on the feveral flocks, which be- 
came due the 1oth inft. begin paying at the bank 
this day.

In the month of Auguft there wasig rand. expe- 
riment made by Lord Dundonald at Colnbrook 
Dale, with refpect to the procefs of extracting tar 
from pit-coal: ‘There were prefent at the experi- 
ment the proprietors of Colnbrook Dale, Newwilly 
Burfham furnaces, and feveral other capital works, 
together with a number of the firlt philofophical 
men in this kingdom. The refult of the experiment 
was very fatisfactory, and far fuperior to the expec- 
tations of the fpectators. 

Since the above experiment, we hear that an a- 
greement has taken place betwixt Lord Dundonald 
and the proprietors of the above extenfive works, 
greatly to the.advantage of both parties. 

Lord Dundonald is to have the ufe of the pit- 
coal for extracting the tar, at a very trifling expence; 
when ne has done with it, he leaves it in the {tate 
fliled a coke, or cinder, which hitherto-has been at- 
tended with a great expence to the proprietors of 
the iron-works to burn the green coals to coke. 

The effeéts of this tar, extracted from mineral, 
proves to be, by upwards of two years experiment, 


. of a far more fuperior and durab!e nature than that 


from vegetable ; having been rubbed over timber, 
and caft iron pipes, at the time of the difcovery, 
and though expofed to the weather, no impreflion is 
made upon it 

A curious circumftance occurred as the Arch- 
Duke of Auftria pafled through the Devizes :—A 
poor weaver, pailing through the place, without mo- 
ney and friends, being overtaken by Hunger, and 
in the utmoft ueceflity, applied for charity to a ba- 
ker, who kindly gave him a penny loaf. ‘The wea- 
ver made his way to Coventry, where after many 
years of indultry, he amaffed a fortune, and by his 
will, in remembrance of the feafonable charity of the 
Devizes baker, he bequeathed a fum in truit, for the 
purpofe of ditributing, on the anniverfary day when 
he was fo relieved, a halfpenny loaf to every perfon in 
the town, geatle and fimpie, and to every traveller 
that fhould pafs through the town on that day, a 
penny loaf. The will is faithfully adminiltered, and 
the Duke of Auftria and his fuite pailing through 
the town on the day of the Coventry loaf, in 
their way from Bath to London, a loaf was pre- 
fented to each of them, of which the Duke and 
Duchefs were molt chearfully pleafed to accept ; 
and the cuftom ftruck the Archduke fo forcibly as 
a curious anecdote in his travels, that he minuted 
down the circumfance ; and the high perfonages 
feemed to take delight in breakfafting on the loaf 
thus given, as the teftimony of gratitude for a fa- 
vour feafonably conferred. 

Lalt night an Aurora Borealis occafioned an a- 
Jarm of fire, which drew forth almott every engine 
in the liberty of Weltmin{ter. It, feemed in a di- 
rection, as if in Bedford-fquare. The noife of the 
engines collected a mob, all of whom ran hclter-fkel- 
ter, towards the expected feene of action; fome of 
them protelting they fmelt the fire, and others that 
they heard the crackling ofthe flames. At length 
the avenues of Bedford-fquare being approached, it 
was perceived that the fiery appearance lay farther 
tothe North. One fellow attempted a joke upon 
the men belonging to the engines ; by telling them, 
** he guefled Lord Mansfield’s f/b-ponds at Caen- 
wood were on fre !? But his wit was near pur- 
chafing him a drubbing. The humour of another 
was better relifhed ; he remarked, that “ he had 
feen Lord George Gordon walk three times round 
the fquare that morning, and that was enough to 
give the appearance of a Conflagration! On this 
the engines departed, forely diflatisfied in not being 
able to claim the premium in cafes of fire. 

Laft week at Whitchurch in Shropfhire, there 
were three weddings, the brides were all fitters ;

Lat week an officer belonging to the Honourable 
Eaft India Company, was introduced to his’ Maje- 
fty by the Right Hon. Lord Sydney, Prefident of 
the Board of Controul, and prefented a letter to the 
King, giving an account of a very noble and ex- 
tenfive charity lately inftituted in Bengal, by the Mi- 
litary Officers of the Company belonging to that fet, 
tlement :—-As this eftablithment promifes to be 0 
very great national utility, and has evidently arifen 
from a fpirit of benevolence, highly honourable to 
the Britifh nation, and very different from the mo- 
tives of action which the envious tongue of malice 
and abufe has moft unjuftly aferibed to the Compa: 
ny’s fervants in India ; it is therefore hoped that 
the following fhort account of it, tranfmitted to u9 
by the gentleman who has the management of the 
concerns of this charity in this country, will af 
ford fatisfaction to the candid part of our rea 
ders :— 

In the year 1782, the gentlemen of the Bengal 
army, taking into their confideration the diftrefled 
circumftances of a confiderable number of orphans 
of European officers, (belonging to that fertlement) 
mottly illegitimate, and fprung from a promifcuous 
intercourfe with the native women of India, whe 
by the inattention, inability, or premature death 
their fathers, had been left without any provilions 
and finding that the occafional contributions, they had 
been in the ufe of raifing for the fupport of thofe

An account of this eftablifhment having been laid

to render the plan permanent and flourithing. —They 
have moreover, with a liberality that does them ho- 
nour, and from principles of the wifelt policy, re- 
commended the adoption of fimilar eitablifhments to 
theit other Prefidencies in India, al‘hough they mutt 
be aware of the confiderable expence that will be in 
carréd by the Company in the fupport of thofe in- 
{titutions. : 
The confequence of this wife and virtuous poli- 
, on the part of the Company at home, and of 
that. fpirit of benevolence which feems to pervade 
their fervants abroad, will probably be, —that up- 
wards of ove thoufund children, who, before this in- 
fitution took place, were wholly loft to fociety, will 
be henceforth in a con(tant and fucceffive courfe of 
ufeful intruétion ; and thofe objects of their chari- 
ty, born in India, allied to the inhabitants by their 
mothers,—fpeaking the languages of Afia and of 
Britain, and being afterwards difperfed over the 
vide extended regions of Hindoftan, it may reafon- 
ably be hoped that, by the blefling of Providence, 
they ‘will be made inftrumental in diffeminating the 
knowledpetof thé true religion, and of the polite 
ats, and confequently confirm the influence of the 
nild and equal government of Great Britain, over 
thofe extenfive regions of Pagan idolatry, Maho- 
metan delufion, and defpotic anarchy and mifrule ; 
nor can the exertion of fo much hnmanity fail to in-

of the Britifh.

Mr Pitt’s late indifpofition has been made the 
oftenfible reafon for deferring the Cabinet which has 
been for fome time called on the fubject of the Com- 
mercial Treaty with France; but the true caufe of 
It is, that a very capital blunder ha’ been made in 
it, which it is thought neceflary to have rectified be- 
fore it is laid before the Council, What this error 
exaétly is, it is not precifely known, nor how it has 
been occafioned ; but it is certainly a fact, that the 
meeting that was to have been of the Cabinet, for 
the purpofe of iffuing out a proclamation for the call- 
ing of Parliament, has on this account been poftponed. 

** Lord Thorlow ftill continues at Buxton Wells 
too much indifpofed to come to town, though his 
Lordfhip is expected this evening. During his 
Lordfhip’s abfence, there has never been a day 
without two or three meflengers being fent to his 
Lordthip on public bufinefs. As foon as the Coun- 
cil breaks up, the minutes of it are immediately 
tranfmitted to his Lordthip, who return them with 
his opinion annexed thereto ; and in fuch refpect is 
he held, that without his approbation, nothing is 
done or confirmed.

At a meeting of the Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce and Manufactures, held here this day, a 
converfation took place refpecting an intended alrer- 
ation in the corn laws of this kingdom. The Di- 
rectors were unanimoufly of opinion, that great abu- 
fes have obtained during the operation of the prefent 
laws, in regard of opening and fhutting the ports ; 
but rhe new artangement being yet in embryo, they 
adjourned the farther confideration of the bufinefs 
until Wednefday the firft of November next. 

‘The great annual tryft or cattle market of Fal- 
kirk, was held there on Thurfday, Friday, and Sa- 
turday. There was a very great number fhown, 
and notwithftanding the general feeming f{carcity of 
fodder, they fold well, fome kinds two and a half’ 

per cent. below former years, and other kinds full as 
high as for many years palit. Great numbers were 
bought up by the highland graziers for wintering. — 
Highland horfes, if young, and any way handfome, 
fold very dear. 

Laft week beft oatmeal was fold in thé market of 
Dumfries at 1s. 9 d. per ftone. 

We hear from Maryport, that the herririg fithery 
there {till continues very great, and it is no uncom- 
mon thing for the boats to get from 40 to 30 maze 
in a tide; they are, befides, the largeft fith ever 
caught in that channel. 

We have the pleafure of mentioning, that the her- 
ring fifhery, on the coafts of the Ifle of Marin, has 
been uncommonly great for a few days pa‘t.—The 
take one night laft week amounted in value to 1,8col. 
— Befides the fith being caught in fuch vaft quantities, 
they are in general the largeft ever known, and of 
the fineft flavour. 

An iron work is now eftablifhing at Carmyle by 
a company of gentlemen from England, which, 
when finifhed, will give employment to a vaft num- 
ber of labouring people, befides being of infinite ad- 
vantage to the country. 

Tuefday laft the very reverend the Synod of A- 
berdeen met. ‘The laft Moderator, the Revd. Mr 
Wyatt being abroad at prefent, there was no fermon. 
The Synod chofe the Revd. Dr Glennie at Mary- 
culter, Moderator ; and after the cuftomary bafinefs 
was gone through, adjourned.

FTER returning from the races at Edin- 
burgh, while on a vilit to the iron foundery 
at Carron, I was led to the neighbouring church of 
Larbert, to fe¢ a public monument, which [ look 
upon, for imagination, fize, ornament, and talte, to 
be equal to ang thing hitherto erected in this ifland ; 
and [ could not help being furprifed, therefore, that, 
notwithftanding the penury of news, it had not been 
announced to the public in any of your papers, 

In an area formed on purpofe, faid to be given to 
the prefent proprietor by Mr Fergufon of Raith, a 
gentleman whom Providence has endowed with 
riches, feemingly for the good of mankind in gene- 
ral, fouth of the church of Larbert, in one of the 
beft chofen and romantic fituations in the world,was 
erected, within thefe few days, a Maufoleum or fe- 
pulchral monument, by James Bruce of Kinnaird, 
Efq; a gentleman well known to the literary world 
for his talte and knowledge in every fort of Jearn- 
ing, and, in his own neighbourhood, for the practice 
of every focial virtue, to the memory of a wife whom 
he tenderly loved. 

The aceain which it flands is. about 190 feet 
long byCabout Go feet in breadth, fo that it reaches 
the whole length of the fouth wall of the prefent 
charch-yard. 

The eaft.and welt fide of this area is inclofed by 


foutts front; only about too feet, anfwering to the 
front of the church, in the center of which the mo- 
nument ftands, is laid open to the Carron and the 
Glafgow road, and only defended by an iron rail. 
his rail is terminated on each fide by a pilafter ; 
upon the top of which is placed a pedeltal for a fi- 
gure of a lion couching, which, we are informed, 
were executing in England. One fourth of the 
length of this area, that is, an eighth at every end, 
is fet off by a neat rail, and planted with the moft 
curious evergreens, which feem to be thriving to a 
with, and will foon inclofe the monument in a grove. 

In the middle of this area is the family vault, 


. where Mrs Bruce lies, in form of a mound, or round 


green hill; to the top of which the ground rifes on 
every fide, and which is covered with a beautiful 
green turf of grafs ; on the top of this are two free- 
{tone fteps, upon which ftands the monument 22 
feet high, all of iron. The pedeftal and the orna- 
ments of the bafe below, and the cornice above, 
feem to make it of the Corinthian order, and are 
dtawn by Mr Brace himfelf from antique monu- 
ments copied abroad, which have been followed in 
the execution by the Carron Company in a manner 
truly wonderful, and, till this time, unknown in a- 
ny part of Europe, as far as we can judge from’ any 
example extant. Upon the top of this bafe at the 
four angles are four lions couching ; thefe fupport a 
fquare obelifk of four equal faces, and all poilible 
fymmetry and’ beauty; upon the top of this is a 
large gilt urn or lamp, with aJarge flame from the 
¢enter of it. The urn is furrounded by loofe dra- 
pery gracefully difpofed, feemingly of white linen a- 
round its neck; below the flame is an infcription, 
Nec morte extinGus; The whole of this admirably 
conducted. 

The four faces of the obelifk are equal; at the 
top, immediately under the urn, is a full large knot, 
fuch as is known by the vulgar name of True Lo- 
ver’s Knot; from whence hangs a double ribbon ; 
and, at fome diftance below, two branches of the 
palm-tree crofs, and their tops iuverted, the fymbol 
of peace, are affixed to this. 

“At an equal diltance below, a crown of Jaurel, 
full of faliage and ripened fruit, an emblem of ho- 
nour, is appended to the ribbon, which paffes thro’ 
the cefiter of it, and hangs very lightly and orna- 
mentally. The expreflion could not have been 
fought for, if it.had been done in wax. 

A large wreath, or garland of hifks or faded 
flowers, inclofe next a medallion, which occupies the 
center of the obelifk, and hangs to the ribbon by a 
ring. ‘hefe medallions are all varied on the four 
faces of the obelifk, have a neat frame or cornice, 
and are large enough to exhibit a fingle figure with 
io. B under thefe every medallion is com- 

ofed. 

The firft on the weft, or at the head of the per- 
fons interred; is Hope, one foot upon a rock, and 
leaning upon an anchor, looking forwatd as in ex- 
pectation ; about it flowers and plants in the bud, 
It is a figure well drawn, and perfectly underftood 
in the founding. 

At the foot is Sincerity, the foundation and bafis 
of every virtue, clad in white, very mode(t drapery ; 
her hair gathere’ in a very fimple and elegant man- 
ner upon her fhoulder; in her right hand a white 
dove, which the pretles to her bofom, its wings ex- 
panded ; in her left hand, which is itretched out, 
fhe holds a heart, with a very gentle, collected, and 
moderate flame—A very beautiful figure. 

On the north, which is over the fide where the 
Lady lies, is Meeknefs, a female figure, alfo a vir- 
tue for which the whole country bears teftimony 
Mrs Bruce was very eminently diftinguifhed, Up- 
on her right lies a living Lamb upon an altar, with- 
out fire; and on her left an Elephant. 

Over the oppofite or fouth fide; which is the 
place we fuppofe Mr Bruce intends his body fhould 
lie, is Fortitude, a virtue indifputably belonging to 
him. It has a fagacious, ferene, and determined 
countenance; a helmet or cafqae upon its head, 
with vy Aree flowing eveft 3 a coat of niail on, but 
no offenfive weapon in its hand. It leans upon a 
pillar of the, Tufcan order, and at its feet is couch- 
ed an old Lion. ~The faded garland crofles here a- 
gain, and.ends at the bottom in. a fingle flower or

I was particularly pleafed with the chaftity and 
fimplicity of this infcriptiéx. No fragments ftomh 
Ovid or Catulius mix their light and Pagan follies 
with the ferious refletions that thould be faggetted. 
by the death of a Chri(tian matron; and this excep= 
tion to a general practice is, we may be affured, the 
effect of judgment, not of hazard, ia a perfon fo well 
verfed as Mr Bruce is in ornamental and claflica 
learning. . 

Although I thought that every thing about the 
monument had been finifhed to the utmoft perfection 
I was furprifed at feeing feveral workmen bufied ia 
erecting ge triangles, with {trong pullies, and o- 
ther parchafes. Upon my enquiring for what pure. 
pofe they intended them, I was anfwered, that Mr 
Bruce did not think the bafé elevated enough td 
make the monument fufficiently feen ; that therefore 
he was refolved to lift the whole of that great pile; 
as it then ftood, and fufpend ir till a frame was put 
under it, and four feet elevation added to the re 

I have not the honour to be at all known to Mr 
Bruce, though often promifed an introduétion by 
mutual-friends ; but he fvems to have fomething of 
the vaf? in his undertakings, which good fenfe and 
judgment always crown with faccefs. I cannot help 
withing, that, in thefc times of mediocrity of genius, 
thofe talents were employed more publicly in the 
fervice of his country ; but if he has dedicated hims 
felf to retirement and to lettered cafe, let this mo- 
nument ferve to thew him the great uncertainty of 
human life, and teach him, without further lofs of 
time, to finifh the hiftory of his voyage to Abyflinia, 
which, if death thould intervene, will probably nevey 
be i aon And I mutt farther take upon me to 
advife your fair readers to make it a point of honour 
to diftinguifh this gentleman, who, not contented 
with the moft amiable attachment tu the living, ha$¢ 
carried his gratitude and affection even into the cold 
limits of death and the grave,
